COSTOFF SAID that Sasyk has 
been trying to get Gordon to con- 
sider running for mayor ‘‘for a cou- 
ple of months now.” Costoff said 
Gordon had declined to accept the 
candidacy until now. 


Gordon said he is not officially an- 
nouncing his candidacy at this time 
but he is giving it “serious con- 
cideration.”’ 


Gordon disagrees with Costoff’s 
statement that he tried to get 
Costoff’s support. “‘I talked to Christ 
this weekend, but I did not solicit his 
support," he said 


“THE ELECTION is-still a year 
away and whether or not I run 
depends a great deal on whether or 
not Mayor Sasyk runs again,” said 
Gordon. “If Mayor Sasyk decides to 
run again, I'm sure he'll get the nod 
from the city organization 


Gordon said if Sasyk does run 
again, he (Gordon) will not run 
against him t 

Sasyk declined comment on 
whether or not he intends to finish 
out his term as mayor, or whether he 
will retire early and appoint Gordon 


or someone as mayor until the next 
election. “I'd really have to say no 
comment on everything else,"” he 
said. ‘I’! answer all of your ques- 
tions when I make my official state- 
ment.” 


SASYK, 62, HAS been the mayor of 
Madison since 1970, when a special 
election was conducted to fill a 
vacancy caused by the death of 
Stephen Maeras. Maeras had served 
as mayor of Madison since it's) in- 
corporation as a-city in 1942. 


He was elected to his first full 
term in 1973 and was re-elected in 
1977 and 1981

After the indictments against 
Weber were issued yesterday after- 
noon and were signed by Circuit 
Judge Horace L. Calvo, Weber ap- 
peared in court before Calvo, who 
set the prosecutor's bond at $10,000 
on each count and released Weber on 
his own recognizance, which does 
not require that the bond be posted. 

Paul C., Verticchio, the special 
prosecutor appointed to lead the 
grand jury investigating Weber, was 
present when Weber appeared 
before Judge Calvo; Later, Vertic- 


. Chio said the indictments put an end 


to the investigation of Weber and 
there will be no further grand jury 
actions against him.-Verticchio said 
he does not know if.he will conduct 
the prosecution against Weber in 
court 

THE INDICTMENTS allege that 
Weber tried to force former Assis- 
tant State’s Attorney Keith Jensen to 
obtain indictments just befere the 
primary election against ‘“‘certain 
persons’ from the grand jury in- 
vestigating assessments in the coun- 
ty. Jensen — who subsequently 
resigned from Weber's staff and was 
appointed a special prosecutor on 
the assessment issue. — signed an af- 
idavit that Weber ordered |Jensen 
on March 7 to return indictments in 
the assessment issue March 14, six 
days before the primary election, in 
which Weber had opposition for the 
GOP nomination for.re-election. 

Later, Jensen said, Weber was 
convinced to change the date 
because indictments at that time 
might seem too political. Then 
Weber told Jensen on March 12 to 
have the assessment grand: jury 
return. indictments March 28, the 
date on which the special grand jury 
studying charges against Weber was 
to reconvene. Jensen resigned 
March 27 and submitted the af- 
fidavit of allegations against Weber 
to Chief Criminal Judge Philip J. 
Rarick, who appointed Jensen a 
special prosecutor and barred

Venice City Council nears 
agreement with South-Western 


The Venice City Council almost 
granted a cable television franchise 

to South-Western Cable TV, Ltd., at 
is meeting Tuesday night. It was 
close, but not quite close enough, 
and a decision on whether or not to 
award the franchise was delayed un- 
til the next meeting. 

Some points are to be changed to 
clarify the. ordinance prepared for 
franchising purposes, but many 
questions asked by some aldermen 
dwelt on the same issues explored 
with other companies at other 
meetings over an extended period of 
time — about three-years. 

Caution is understandable, 
however, as the Venice city fathers 
have |been burned before on the 
cable television issue. In fact, more 
than once. 

Walter Payne, director of acqui- 
sitions for First Carolina Communi- 
cations, Inc., of Rocky Mount, N.C., 
reviewed the proposal with council 
members, He was accompanied by 
South-Western ;, Cable TV’s new 
general manager, Lon Carruth, and 
Mary Hildebrand, director of 
marketing. 

One of the principal points ex- 
plored was availability to Venice 
subscribers of the 21-channel basic 
service for a monthly charge of $8. 
Among the channels the basic rate 
inch are ESPN (sports), MTV 
(rock music channel), CNN (cable. 
news), all functioning 24-hours a 
day, plus WTBS-Atlanta, WGN- 
Chicago and continuous weather 
news. 

The fee is the same rate paid by 
cable TV subscribers in Granite Ci- 
ty, Pontoon Beach and other area 
communities. 

The period of time needed to bring 
cable service to Venice also was a 
point of contention. 

Payne estimated a maximum of 
eight months will be required to 
complete the installation, although 


admitting cable service could be 
made available at an earlier date. 

He noted that agreements with 
utility companies for pole at- 
tachments must be signed before the 
construction phase is started, with a 
240-day limitation after pole permits 
are obtained. 

A revision agreed to by the cable 
service operators focused on a 
paragraph which linked rate in- 
creases in Venice to fees authorized 
in the Granite City area. The change 
will provide for approval by the 
Venice City Council of all rate in- 
creases. 

Also to be amended is the cost of 
installation during the first 30-day 
period after service is available. The 
fee will be $7.50 per residence, half 
of the amount listed in the ordinance 
for subscribers when the ‘initial 
installation period ends. A special 
rate is under consideration for 
senior residents. 

Unter the proposed franchise 
agreement, the monthly fee to 
subscribers having the basic service 
(21 to 24 channels), plus Home Box 
Office (a movie and special features 
channel) will be $18.75. 

Those wishing to-subscribe to HBO 
and Showtime (also a movie chan- 
nel) with their basic service would 
pay a totah of $25.25 per month, 
Payne explained. 

Three new pay channels now 
available to South-Western Cable TV 
subscribers aré Showtime, The 
Disney Channel and Sports Time, 
the representative said. 

The city of Venice would received 
three percent of all gross subscriber 
revenue and a $15,000 performance 
bond will be posted by the firm, it 
was noted. 

Venice dissolved its franchise 
agreement with Sun Cable Systems 
of the CATV Systems and Associates 
of Tallahassee, Fla., at the Feb. 21 
council meeting. 

That firm was granted. the fran- 
chise last July 26. The revocation ac- 
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tion was taken when repeated efforts 
to contact some of the company of- 
ficials to determine the project's 
status proved fruitless after work on 
the cable installdtion apparently 
was abandoned. 

The proposed franchise with 
South-Western provides thatin the 
event utility wires go underground 
in the future, the cable system also 
will be reinstalled underground, and 
that public and parochial schools 
and public buildings will receive 
cable installation hookups without 
charge.

Dixon for regional presidential primaries 


To the Editor: 

In the middie of the primary 
season we are. once again being 
reminded that the process of selec- 
ting presidential candidates is too 
long and complicated, and in need of 
reform. 

When Lewis Carroll described the 
croquet match,in ‘‘Aljce in 
Wonderland” he could well have 
been describing our presidential 
primary system: 

“The players all play at. once, 
without waiting for turns. They don’t 
seem to have any rules in par- 
ticular; at least, if there are, nobody 
attends to them — and you've no 
idea how confusing it is.” 

There is no semblance of order in 
our primary system. 

In some states, the delegates are 
chosen through primaries. Other 
states use caucuses or conventions, 
and still other states hold “‘beauty 
contest” elections that show the 
voters’ preference for president 

Our present system has become 
confusing to the observer, burden- 
some to the candidate, and unfair to 
the voter. 

The lack of structure and the 
length of the process have been a 
great burden to the candidates. In 
recent years, the time, energy and 
money spent on the nominating pro- 
cess have been ever increasing. 

According to Senator Howard 
Baker, the majority leader, at the 
end of the 1980. campaign season: 
“It’s going to bore us to death, work 
us to death and spend us to death.” 

‘The length of the selection process 
contributes to the high cost of the 
campaign and the boredom of the 


voters. Each of these factors works 
against the candidates 

The problem of disproportionate 
representation is acute in the pre- 
sent primary system. Early contests 
in New Hampshire in February have 
a greater influence than the contest 
in California in June. 

Early primary states narrow the 
field and start a bandwagon that is 
difficult to stop. The weight of the 
early contests clearly violates the 
principle of one person, one vote. 

To address this problem, two bills 
are before the Senate which would 
establish various forms of regional 
primaries. S.1595, introduced by 
Sen. Dan’ Quayle of Indiana, and 
$.1984, |introduced by Sen. Bob 
Packwood of Oregon, both propose 
reforming! the present system in 
favor of regional primaries. 

Regional primaries would give 
structure. to the selection process, 


and allow voters of each state an 
equal opportunity in selection of 
nominees. 

Under these bills, the states would 
_maintain their own selection process 
(primaries, caucuses, “beauty con- 
tests,’ etc.). The bills require that 
the states be grouped into one of four 
or five regions. 

The states of the regions would be 
required to hold their contests on 
the same day. The order of the 
regional primaries would be deter- 
mined by lot. 

A regional primary system would 
be less burdensome on the can- 
didates and would offer equality for 
voters of all states. 

This reform is long overdue. It ts 
both reasonable and workable and I 
strongly support the efforts of 
Senators Quayle and Packwood in 
this matter.

An alternative weapon needs 


To the Editor: 

Perhaps no subject in the world of 
law enforcement is more charged 
with emotion than is the use of dead- 
ly force. 

No police officer authorized to 
carry a’ sidearm wants to use it 
against another human being. 

The hard reality is that under 
some circumstances the use of dead- 
ly force is necessary and is a part of 
a law enforcemient officer's respon- 
sibility. 

Drawing that difficult line suc- 
cessfully is a combination of clearly 
defined policy, training and 
discipline. 

Deadly force is, ultimately, the 


most important issue facing the pro- . 


fession, for no court can correct a 
deadly mistake once it has been 
made. 

The current status of the law on 
deadly force is in a state of flux as 
the courts consider various issues, 
including the adequacy of firearms 
training and the supervision of their 


use. 

An article by Professor Shenkman 
of the University of Florida explains 
how one Florida department ap- 
proached this issue, and the author 
makes several cogent points. 


He notes that a ‘‘department’s 
policy concerning use of deadly 
force’ must be clearly understood 
by all and personnel must be provid- 
ed with the skill to carry out the 
department's policy. 

Professor Shenkman, like the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
argues for police firearms advanced 
training with service ammunition. 
Wadcutters should be restricted to 
beginning firearms training. 

In author Shenkman’s words, “‘We 
should not allow officers with 
marginal firearms ability to have 
the power of life or death.”” 

The Firearms Training Unit at the 
FBI Academy has outlined the cur-~ 
rent FBI firearms training pro- 
gram. Adoption of the Weaver 
stance in 1981, additional judgmen- 
tal and reactive shooting training, 
and adoption of the double tap (two 
quick shots) to increase the stopping 
power of the service round without 
the added recoil of the magnum are 
recent changes in FBI training. 

These could be, or have been, 
adopted by police departments with 
the assistance of the more than 900 
FBI firearms instructors around the 
country.

Some guarded cémments about 
hiring a new police officer in Venice 
were offered by Mayor Tyrone 
Echols at the Venice City Council 
meeting Tuesday night, after a let- 
ter of resignation from Officer 
Timothy Simmons was accepted by 
the aldermen. 

Simmons, a veteran of nearly 10 
years with the department, is the se- 
cond officer to resign from the 
Venice force within the past two 
weeks. 

RONALD BRAWLEY, who has 
been a Venice polite officer 4'% 
years, handed in his resignation 
April 3. Both Simmons and Brawley 
since have been hired as adult pro- 
bation officers for Madison County. 

Stressing that he is only “‘con- 
sidering the idea” and is planning to 
discuss it further with Chief of 
Police Farris Smith. Mayor Echols 
speculated on the possibility of not 
replacing both officers. 

“If we could get by with only one 
officer, we could possibly consider 
some type of raise for city 
employees. 

“BEFORE WE decide anything 
we will be doing an in-depth study 
to this. But it looks like it's now or 
maybe never that we can do-it (give 
raises),"’ the mayor commented. 

“I know there's been some squab- 
bling, but the men have been 
relatively patient,”’ he said. (Venice 
police department employees have 
not received pay raises for about 
seven years, according to two 
veteran officers). 

“| will be getting together with the 
police commissioners and going 
over the eligibilty list,” he said later 
in the meeting,

The best guide to ham identifica- 
tioh is the label. The label can also 
serve a8 a cooking guide, 

Those ‘fully cooked" have been 
completely cooked during process- 
ing and need no further cooking to be 
safe. They can be eaten right out of 
the package. 

If you warm this type of ham 
before serving, it should be heated to 
an internal temperature of 130 to 140 
degrees Fahrenheit for best flavoir 
and palatability 

“Cook before eating"’ on the label 


indicates the ham was not fully cook- - 


ed during processing and should be 
cooked to an internal temperature of 
160 degrees F before setving. If 
neither term appears on the label, 
assume the ham must be cooked 
before eating. 
“ The term “water added”’ may also 
appear on the label. Most processed 
hams are pumped with a salt-and- 
water curing solution: and then 
smoked 

If enough moisture. does not 
evaporate diring smoking to return 
the ham to its original fresh weight, 
it is labeled “water added," 

These hams may contain up to 10 
percent added moisture; hams with 


- more than 10 percent water must be 


labeled “imitation.” 

The basic styles of ham are bone- 
in, Semi-boneless, boneless and can- 
ned. Bone-in hams are sold as whole 
hams, shank and rump halves, 
shank and rump portions, and center 
slices.

City to accept applications for 
free house painting for needy 


Granite City will be offering its 
free house painting program to 
senior citizens and low-income 
homeowners for the fifth year. 

Applications for the project, 
called the “Mayor's Paint Pro- 
gram,”’ will be taken by the city 
and township, beginning May | 
and ending June 29. 

The project is being coor- 
dinated by Mayor Paul Schuler 
and is supported by funds from 
the Madison County Community 
Development Office. 

Applications and guidelines 
may be picked up and filled out at 
two locations: the Granite City 
Township Building, 2060 Delmar 
Ave.. and the office of Mayor 
Paul Schuler, City Hall, 2000 
Edison Ave. Both offices will be 
‘open Monday through Friday 
during normal working hours. 

‘The paint program will run for 
a two-month period only. It will 


be limited to scraping, cleaning, 
and painting with white, grey or 
black paints the exterior of each 
approved residence. The work 
will be carried out by Granite Ci- 
ty’ youth supervised by the 
painters’ union. Easter weekend 
is the deadline for youths to apply 
for those jobs. 

Residents’ needs will establish 
the ptiority list for painting the 
homes. The primary: concern of 
the program specifically involves 
senior citizens and low- to 
moderate-income families, who 
can substantiate income levels 
and residency requirements to 
meet necessary standards, which 
are set down by the Madison 
County Community Development 
Office and ‘by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development. These standards 
will be strictly enforced, ac- 
cording to a program spokesman. 


The application procedures will 
be supervised by Toby Worthen, 
secretary to the mayor. She em- 
phasized that those applying sub: 
mit proof of income and owner- 
ship of their howe. Paychecks, 
benefit payments and Social 
Security checks may be shown as 
verification of income. The deed 
of the house or property. tax 
receipts can be used to prove 
ownership. 

She advises senior citizens to 
bring in their May Social Security 
checks, or they will have to wait 
until their June checks arrive to 
show their income levels. 

Income standards to be eligible 
are: one person, $15,450; two per- 
sons, $17,650; three persons,

Important to note, according to 
Walton, is the fact the $20 million 
project would be supported, 
perhaps, by 50 percent government 
financing, either by tax increment 
breaks or other low-interest federal 
loans. Those loans could, in turn, 
form a pool of money from which 
other renovation projects could be 
sponsored. 

Once private developers have 
been located, the program could be 
completed in three to four years, he 
said.

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SIU continues residency policy 


Continuation of residency. status 
tuition policies, which permit 
Missouri residents to attend 
Southern Illinois University at Ed- 
wardsville on a part-time basis at in- 
state rates, was approved Thursday 
by the SIU Board of Trustees. 

The board took the action after 
receiving recommendations from 
Chancellor Kenneth A. Shaw and the 
two SIU presidents, Earl Lazerson, 
Edwardsville, and Albert Somit, 
Carbondale, indicating they favor 
continuation of the policies and that 
they would continue to monitor the 
effects of the policies on an annual 
basis if the board approved an exten- 
sion 

THE POLICY permitting Missouri 
residents to take as many as nine 
hours of credit per quarter at in- 
state tuition rates has been in effect 
at SIUE since the Fall Quarter of 
1981. At SIUE at Carbondale, the 
policy has been extended to part- 
time graduate students since the 
spring semester of 1982 and also to 
full-time graduate students who are 
residents ef 14 designated counties 
in Western Kentucky 

Amendments authorizing the 
policies on an experimental basis for 


been monitored in qualitative and 
quantitative terms. Use of the 
policies has increased enrollments, 
while operating costs have not been 
increased, resulting fh a ‘‘modest” 
increase in revenue. 

At SIUE, graduate registrants 
from Missouri increased 131 percent 
from fall quarter 1979 to fall quarter. 
1983, and undergraduate Missouri 
registrants increased 52 percent 
from fall quarter 1980 to fall quarter 
1983. According to university of- 


ficers, 36 percent of all inquiries 
about Week End University come 
from Missouri residents. 


President Lazerson said, ‘‘The 
Missouri residents attending SIUE 
are exposed to the opportunities and 
growth potential available in H- 
linois, leading to serious considera- 
tion of this state for business expan- 
sion, residence, or employment. The 
resulting economic development 
consequences are clear.”’

Weinberg to give Shaw Memorial lecture at SIUE 


Alvin Weinberg, director of the In- 
stitute for Energy Analysis at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., will deliver the Fourth 
Annual William C. Shaw Memorial 

‘ Lecture at 7:30 p.m., April 30, in the 
Southern Illinois Uuniversity at Ed- 
wardsville Science Laboratory. 
Building upper auditorium. The title 
of Director Weinberg's address will 
be “A Second Nuclear Era: Pro- 
spects'and Pérspectives.”” 

‘An eminent physicist, Weinberg is 
a ‘recognized authority’ on energy 
and other matters. He was in- 
strumental in the establishment of 
the Institute for Energy Analysis at 

, Oak Ridge Associated Universities 


inearly 1974. 
WEINBERG JOINED the Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory in 1945 


as one of the first members of the 
University of Chicago’s wartime 
metallurgical laboratory. He served 
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handling and traction 


as director of the Physiés Division 
and research director from 1948 to 
1955. From 1955, he acted as overall 
director of the laboratory. 

Weinberg was the originator of the 
pressurized water reactor and pro- 
posed its use for submarine propul- 
sion in 1944. He has published many 
papers on reactor physics. In 1958, 
he and E. P. Weigner authored “‘The 
Physical Theory of Neutron Chain 
Reactors.”’ 

Asa writer and lecturer on science 
policy, Weinberg has contributed to 
the formulation of public policy con- 
cerning the relationship between 
science and government, as well as 
between technology And society. He 
received his baccalaureate and ad- 
vanced degrees in physics from the 
University of Chicago. 

FOR HIS ROLE in the develop- 
ment of nuclear reactors, he has

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been awarded many honors, most 
notably the Atoms for Peace Award, 
the Fermi Award, and the Harvey 
Prize. Weinberg is a member of the 
National Academy of Sciences, The 
American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences, thé National Academy of 
Engineering; the American 
Philosophical Society and the Royal 
Netherlands Academy of Arts and 
Sciences. 

The lecture at SIUE honors the 
memory of the late William C. Shaw, 
who was professor of physics at 
SIUE from 1959 until his retirement 


in 1973. He had a special interest in 
making all sciences, and especially 
physics, interesting and meaningful 
to the non-science student 

His family has established 
memorial funds through the SIUE 
foundation, one of which brings to 
campus each ar an outstanding 
scientist to present current informa- 
tion in a manner that everyone can 
enjoy. 

IN 1982, the William C. Shaw lec- 
turer was William Fowler, who was 
awarded a Nobel Peace Prize the 
following year.

Should a person who has been injured in another 
part of the state be able to bring a lawsuit against a 
corporation in St. Claif or Madison counties? This is a 
question which the Illinois Courts have been 
struggling with .for the last few years. State law 
provides that a corporation can be sued in any county 
where it doés business. This may appear to be a 
simple test to apply at first glance, but a series of 
recent Court decisions have turned this into a complex 
question. 


One may wonder why plaintiffs and their attorneys 
are so interested in bringing lawsuits in St. Clair and 
Madison counties. The reason for the great interest in 
these two counties is because they are among the 
highest jury-verdict counties in the entire cuntry 
This can probably be explained by the fact that many 
who sit on juries here are blue-collar workers who are 
very sympathetic to the plaintiff who has a case 
against the large corporation. 


In a recent case, a man was injured on the property 
owned by @ corporation in another part of the state. 
The plaitiff filed suit in Madison county, alleging that 
the corporation did business there. In this case, the 


nly contacts the corporation had with Madison 
county was the fact that they had. promoted their 
business in Alton, lilinois on various occasions and 
they had advertised in a newspaper which had some 
circulation in Madison county. 


The Court found that this did not meet the test of 
“doing business’ in Madison county, and therefore 
the case was to be transferred back to Perry county. 
Winois Courts have consistently held that for @ 
corporation to be sued in a given county. the 
defendant must be “conducting its usual and 
customary business” there. Mere advertising of: 
solicitation in that county are not sufficient. 


The decision in’ this case wa: logical one. 
However, there have been other decisions in recent 
years where thé corporation was clearly doing 
business in a given county, and yet the case was 
transferred to where the accident occurred. The 
Courts in these cases appear to be expressing a dislike 
for plaintiffs “shopping” for a more sympathetic jury. 
It is important to note, however, that these decisions 
are contrary to the intent of the Illinois legislature, 
which decided that corporations should be allowed to 
be sued in any county where they do business.

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Blind, ailing woman who w 


Following is eh Statement made 
by Miss Frances Hargis of Cottage 
Hills before the U.S. Senate Special 
Committee on Aging at last 
weekend's public hearing at Granite 
City Center: 

I'm blind, am a diabetic, and have 
high blood pressure and a heart con- 
dition. 

I’ve been blind for about six years. 
Before. that, I worked with the men- 
tally retarded at Beverly Farms for 
38 years. I was going blind in my left 
eye when I quit, and had an- eye 
operation. 

I can see nothing out of my left eye 
now and just a bit out of my right eye 
— just large objects. I even need 
assistance in eating, since I can’t 
see. 

Because I’m diabetic, my sister 
and her daughter used to take me to 
the hospital early in the mornings 
for blood sugar tests. It was 
sometimes, difficult, when they had 
other things to do. 

‘The lady there at the hospital ask- 
ed me why | didn’t get a visiting 
nurse. Dr. Taylor, my physician, 
throught that was a good idea and 
contacted the Visiting Nurse 
Association of Alton. 

My visiting nurse, Kay Mehlisch, 


comes once a week to take my blood 
pressure and check my heart. She 
also checks my legs for swelling, 
since I also have a water retention 
problem, and fills 20 syringes with 
insulin for the next’ week. 

I have one of the most wonderful 
nurses that God ever put on this 
earth. She has been visiting for four 
or five years, and I don’t know what 
I would do without her. 

Kay suggested several times that I 
should get someone to come in to do 
my cleaning and help out. However, 
I was afraid to have someone I didn’t 
know in the house. 

In the past, people have come in to 
“help” me, and I’ve later found 
things missing. I was also afraid 
that it might be someone who smok- 
ed, and they would drop a cigarette 
and it would lay there smoldering 
and start. fire. 

1 went into the hospital and Dr. 
‘Taylor also asked me why I didn’t let 
somebody come in. 1 explained my 
concerns to him, and he let it go that 
time. 

When I was in the hospital the last 
time, though, after having fallen at 
home, he said that I must consent to 
have somebody in the house. 

He put me on a very strict diet, 





Legislation for home care seen as enabling many to maintain independence in their lives 


Statement by Senator Charles H. 
Percy before the U.S. Senate Special 
Committee on Aging at a hearing 
here April 13 “Long-Term Care: 
A Look at Home and Community- 
Based Services.’’ 

Sen. Percy: I am delighted to see 
so many of you here this morning to 
join us in looking at the important 
issue of home health care. 

Of all the concerns dnd problems 
voiced to me by senior citizens, the 
most common is a wish to remain 
active and independent in their com- 
munities. I am absolutely commit- 
ted to helping maintain the elderly, 
,the infirm, and the terminally ill in 
their own homes for as long as possi- 
ble through the intervention of time- 
ly health, social, and supportive ser-. 
vices, 

Home care reinforces and sup- 
plements the care provided by fami- 


ly members and friends, and en- 
courages maximum independence 
of both thought and functioning. 

“Long-term care” has traditiona- 
ly been interpreted as those services 
provided on a long-term: basis to 
chronically ill or impaired persons 
in institutions, As a result, long-term 
care was commonly viewed as being 
solely delivered by the medical pro- 
fession. 

However, the excessive costs of in- 
stitutional care and the increased 
demand by older persons and their 
families for community-based ser- 
vices have contributed to a growing 
awareness of community-based 
alternatives. 

The phrase ‘long-term care’’ as 
we use it today encompasses a wide 
array of services offered in a variety 
of settings ranging from nursing 
homes and other institutions to adult 
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and someone was needed to prepare 

the meal. It was either having some 

home help or going into a nursing 
~ home. 

For 70 years, I worked hard, and 
finally got my home. It isn’t much, 
but it’s home to me and I didn’t want 
to leave it. So, [had to get some help. 

Vivian -(JoAnne) Cole is my 
homemaker. She comes in and cooks 
my meals, cleans the house, takes 


my wash to the laundromat and does - 


it. She has been coming to my home 
since shortly before Christmas, and 
is just a doll. 

JoAnne couldn't do any more for 
her own mother. In fact, she is the 
one who brought me here to testify 
today. I was recently re-evaluated, 
and I’m now receiving assistance 
four days a week, three hours a day. 
Previously, it was only two days a 
week, two-and-a-half hours a day 

I get $290 in Social Security 
benefits per month, have medicare 
coverage, and have a Medicaid 
green card which covers part of my 
medical expenses. 

My homemaker service is provid- 
ed under the Community Care Pro- 
gram. I must take much medicine, 
and it is.high. If I would have to go 
into a nursing home — which I don't 
want to do — I dgn’t know how I 
could afford it. 

My Social Security doesn’t cover 
the amount they charge. I guess the 
state would have to pay for it 

I think visiting nurse and 
homemaker services are wonderful 
It really means something to have 
somebody come in every morning; I 
look forward to it. 

Nobody understands what it 
means to someone who is blind to 
have someone there to listen 

Unfortunately, there are millions 
of old and poor people who need 
somebody and can’t get the help. I 
don't know what I would do without 
Kay and JoAnne.

Community-baséd long-term care 
typically refers to such non 
institutional services as home health 
care (including part-time skilled 
nursing care and other medically- 
related services); occupational, 
physical and speech therapy 

Also, social services (including 
adult day care, counseling, financial 
advice, transportation, friendly 
visiting); nutritional and heath 
education; homemaker, chore, and 
personal services (including cook. 
ing, shopping, housekeeping, home 
maintenance and feeding) 

Actual services vary depending on 
patient need. 

Chronic conditions limit, in vary 
ing degrees, the elderly's abilities to 
carry out the basic activities of daily 
living such ds eating, bathing and 
dressing. One person with arthritis 
may. become ‘homebound, while 
another only suffers from occasional 
flareups. 

When: compared to™ other age 
groups in the population, a 
significantly higher proportion of 
persons 65 and older is limited in ac 
tivity due to a chronic condition 

However, functional limitations in 
daily living increase |more 
dramatically for the group over 75 
years old; more than 50 percent of 
this age group face serious) limita 
tions, with 22 percent so severely 
limited in activity that they cannot 
carry on independently. Thus, a 
broad range of health and social ser. 
vices is needed. 

The proportion of elderly persons 
needing help in personal care or 
home managment assistance in- 
creases dramatically in the upper 
age ranges. 

While only 6.7 percent of persons 
in the 65 to 74 age range need the 
help of another person, this figure 
more than doubles to 15.7 percent for 
persons in the 65 to 85 age group and 
surges to 39.3 percent in the 85 and 
older age group 

By the same token, 34.8 percent of 
this age group need help in one or 
more basic activities, and about a 
third need help in walking and going 
outside the home. 

Severe effects of chronic illness 
may prevent individuals from func- 
tioning independently and have an 
impact on the need for future health 
and long-term care services. 

In 1980, 10.8 million! people over 
the age of 65 had some degree of 
limitation in daily activity, ranging 
from mild to severe, due to chronic 
illness. 

Future estimates demonstrate

These projections demonstrate 
that because of the growth of the 
population with functional and daily 
activity limitations, twice as many 
health and long-term care services 
as are presently available will be 
needed by the year 2020 

Nursing home care is extremely 
costly and is not always appropriate. 
Discounting inflation, between 1965 
and 1985, the cost of nursing home 
care will have quadrupled. 

Institutional care costs up to 
$50,000 per year for private pay pa- 
tients and $30,000 per year for 
Medicaid patients. At least one-third 
of these private payers ‘‘spend 
down" and become eligible for 
Medicaid in less than one year after 
admission to nursing homes. 

State governments are finding 

yment for their share of long-term 

an increasing burden 
se the nursing home popuia- 
tion is growing, and the cost of pro- 
viding nursing home care is increas- 
ing, Medicaid costs are consumng 
greater proportions of limited state 
budgets 

It is time to look for other less cost- 
ly and more appropriate ways to 
provide long-term care 

The sources of funding ‘for these 
long-term care s are varied 
Home health c yecome one of 
the fastest growing components of 
the Medicar nd Medicaid budgets. 

Legislative changes in 1981 allow- 
ed for state waivers in Medicaid and 
limited waivers in Medicare. 

Illinois has been the recipient of 
one of the Medicaid waivers, and us- 
ed it to establish the Community 
Care Program. 

Home-care, including 
homemaker, chore, and home health 
aide services, is one of the major 
service categories under title III of 
the Older Ameticans Act. This Act 
also authorizes a home-delivered 
meals program, which I worked to 
establish many years ago. 

The federal government supports 
a variety of other programs which 
provide some assistance, but very 
few of these programs have the 
broad goéal of sustaining the im- 
paired individual in the community. 

As a result, there is an array of 
programs and services that are dif- 
ficult to coordinate and integrate at 
the local level, due to differing 
eligibility criteria, target popula- 
tions, and administrative networks. 

Despite the diverse goals of these

Area Agencies on Aging have been 
@ble to shape and direct these 
resources to develop effective 
community-based long-term care 
systems in a number of states and 
communities. 

The aging network in our own

Community-based long-term care 
should not be seen as an alternative 
to nursing home care, but rather, 
nursing home care should be seen as 
the last alternative to home care. 
This is not to demean nursing 
homes. There are many people who 
do need the intensive care that nurs- 
ing homes provide, and we are proud 
of the quality of most of the nursing 
homes in this country. 

However, there is evidence that 20 
to 40 percent of the nursing home 
population could be cared for al less 
intensive level in non-institutional 
settings by providing basic services 
to these people in their homes.

ing for Christ is ultimately safer than all other alternatives. That's why Paul

chumming, I discovered by accident 
while fishing for bluegill on a friends 
small pond. My friend would feed 
the. bluegill dry dogfood, which 
would serid them into a feeding fren- 
zy. | would bait up-with a cricket and 
catch the feeding bluegill, one after 
another. 5 

Then my cork disappeared, and 
my line took off. 1 really had a fight 
on my hands. When I finally landed 
the fish it was a three and a half 
pound catfish. The next few hours I 
caught all the catfish I cared to 
clean. The bluegill were feeding on 
the small pieces of dogfood, while 
the catfish preferred the larger 
chunks. 

One key thing to remember while 


chumming for cats is to keep your 
baited hook in the same area as the 
chum. If you use a floating chum like 
dogfood, fish two or three feet below 
the surface. If you prefer using a 
sinking chum such as cut’ shad, fish 
on the bottom. 

It will also help if you know what 
water depth the cats are feeding in. 
If the weather is hot they may be up 
near the surface looking for a prefer- 
red oxygen mixture. 

They may also be up if there had 
been a recent insect hatch, such as 
the Mayfly. If you are fishing where 
there is plenty of oxygen and cool 
water, you are likely to find most 
catfish rubbing their bellys against 
the bottom.
